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The Larva of the Warble-Fly as a Human Parasite.

Owing to its rare occurrence, the following account of 
a case of myiasis due to a warble-fly may be of interest. 

On February 19th last I was called to an outlying 
farm to see a boy, aged 4 years. His mother told me 
that he had not suffered from any previous illness. 
In November and December last he lost flesh, colour, 
and appetite, but did not complain of any pain. 
During the whole of January, 1924, he had recurrent 
attacks of urticaria on the front and sides of the neck. 

Early in February he complained of severe pain 
in the left ear which lasted a few hours. Next day 
the left cheek was red and swollen. This swelling 
subsided in an hour or two, and was immediately 
followed by extreme swelling of the left eyelids so 
that the eye could not be opened. The swelling 
was not red or painful, and it entirely disappeared 
in about three days. The day following its disappear- 
ance the boy was suddenly seized with severe vertical 
headache, and vomited. The pain lasted several 
hours, but in twenty-four hours he appeared to be 
quite well and continued so for about four days, when 
the swelling in the left eye returned, with vomiting, 
and pain in the left side of the forehead. The eyelids 
were red and there was some thin, purulent discharge. 

When I saw him the next day I found the left 
eyelids slightly swollen and red, the conjunctiva 
somewhat injected, and the tongue dirty. Tempera- 
ture and pulse were normal. The boy was well 
nourished and did not appear to be ill. 

In a day or two all swelling and redness had dis- 
appeared, and nothing further occurred until Feb- 
ruary 29th, when he vomited, and the left eye became 
swollen. Next day I found him in bed, and was 
told that he had passed a sleepless night, owing to 
very severe pain in the left side of the head. 

The left eyelids and conjunctiva were very cedema- 
tous. The left cheek, over the parotid region, was 
red and swollen. All the affected parts were some- 
what tender. Temperature and pulse were normal ; 
the tongue was very coated; the pupils were equal 
and active. All other reflexes were normal. On the 
chest and abdomen there was a rash, which had been 
present about twenty-four hours. The clinical fea- 
tures of this rash, throughout its duration, were 
those of varicella, but, in the light of subsequent 
events, the question arises whether the rash was due 
to varicella or to larval infection. Within forty- 
eight hours the swelling of eye and cheek had com- 
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pletely subsided, the tongue was clean, and the 
child was asking for food. 

He remained quite well until March 14th, when 
the right eyelids and cheek became swollen and red, 
There were also several circumscribed swellings— 
one the size of a chestnut on the right side of the 
forehead just above the outer canthus, one the size 
of a hazel-nut behind the left ear, one the size of a 
walnut over the right parietal region of the scalp, 
and two small ones over the left parietal region. The 
swelling on the right side of the scalp was semi- 
fluctuating, the others were moderately firm. None 
of the swellings was red or painful. In a few days, 
with the exception of the scalp swellings, the parts 
returned to their normal condition and the child 
again seemed to be quite well. 

On March 24th, after severe pain in the head, the 
cedema and redness returned, this time in both eyes 
and cheeks. Next day, from the right parietal 
swelling, which was now discharging pus, came a 
maggot about half aninch long. Within a few hours the 
swelling of eyes and cheeks had completely disappeared. 

On March 27th a maggot was discharged from one 
of the two swellings on the left side of the scalp, and 
from the other swelling a maggot was removed on 
April Ist; both of these maggots were about a 
quarter of an inch long. There have been no further 
developments. 

Curious features of the case are: 

(a) The regular intervals between the appearance 
of the swellings. There were five distinct attacks 
with about ten days between each. 

(6) Their symmetrical situation. The first swelling 
was in the left eye; the second in the left eye ; the 
third in the right eye and cheek; the fourth in the 
left eye; the fifth in both eyes and cheeks, One 
maggot came from the right side of the scalp and two 
from the left side of the scalp. 

(c) The rapidity with which the cedema subsided. 

The swellings noticed on March 14th, one above 
the outer canthus of the right eye and the other 
behind the left ear, are suggestive of halts in the 
progress of the maggots either to or from the scalp, 

Can the periodic swellings be accounted for by 
assuming that eggs were deposited and hatched in the 
scalp and that the larve migrated, at intervals, to 
the orbital tissues, remaining there a few days only ? 
The remarkably rapid onset and subsidence of the 
cedema seem to point to some such transient exciting 
cause. 

I have ascertained that warble-flies are prevalent 
on the farm where the child lives, so that the source 
of infection is obvious.

Report by Major Austen. 

The first maggot was sent to Major E. E. Austen, 
Natural History Section of the British Museum, who 
very kindly furnishes the attached report, which he 
permits me to use. 

“The specimen is a penultimate stage larva of 
Hypoderma lineatum, Vill., which is one of the two 
British cattle warble-flies, the other being Hypoderma 
bovis, De G. 

“This is the first British case of myiasis in man 
due to a warble-fly larva that has come to my personal 
knowledge, but a number of instances which have 
occurred on the continent of Europe and in the 
United States of America, where Hypoderma lineatum 
is also found, are on record. 

“The preponderance of cases in which the victims 
of the fly’s attack have been young children is note- 
worthy, but is perhaps to be correlated with the fact 
that in cattle young animals are usually most severely 
warbled. 

“ Another interesting point in your case arises in 
connection with the way in which the patient became 
infected. The egg from which the larva developed 
must have been laid last summer, probably between 
July and September, and, if not actually deposited 
on a hair of the child’s head or body, was in all prob- 
ability laid in the ordinary way on a cow's hair, and 
then swallowed in milk. 

“Under normal conditions, the eggs of both 
Hypoderma lineatum and H., bovis are attached by 
the parent flies to hairs on the legs and flanks of 
cattle, and the minute larvee, which hatch out a few 
days later, crawl] down the hairs and enter the body, 
burrowing through the skin by way of the hair follicles. 
A period of many months of wandering follows, 
during which the larve travel about the body through 
the connective tissue, and, before taking up their 
final position in ‘ warbles’ beneath the skin of the 
back, are met with in situations so diverse as the 
wall of the cesophagus and the spinal canal. 

“ The full-grown larva is a grub of considerable size, 
and is many times larger than the specimen forwarded.”

The B.M.A. 


The British Medical Association, which is at present 
holding its annual meeting at Bradford, though it enjoys no 
official status, has gradually achieved the position of the 
representative body of the medical profession. The recent 
negotiations with the Government about the capitation fee 
to be paid to panel doctors marked the final stage in that 
progress. They were conducted by the Association in a 
manner which deserved, and won, universal confidence. 
Since then the conviction has hardened in the public mind 
that at last medicine has achieved that unity of aim and 
strength of purpose which it lacked so conspicuously inthe 
negotiations occurring when the Insurance Act was passed. 
Nor has the triumph of the doctors left any bitterness. 
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THE ROYAL SANITARY 
INSTITUTE CONGRESS. 


To all appearances the Congress of the Royal 
Sanitary Institute at Liverpool last week was attended 
with very considerable success. At a later date, 
when statistics have been published, we shall no 
doubt see that appearances were not deceptive. So 
far as numbers were concerned the section of Veterin- 
ary Inspectors, which is the section in which our 
profession is most interested, was able to show a 
record attendance, no fewer than 168 members and 
delegates being present. The papers contributed 
were of a very high order, and were presented by men 
whose knowledge of their subject is beyond criticism, 
We admire the outspoken manner in which Mr. 
Torrance (who has recently been appointed to Birken- 
head) denounced the methods of certain dealers in 
trying to market unsound meat. “* Certain dealers,” 
he said, “ purchase tuberculous animals from the 
farms, and, being real experts at the game of removing 
evidence of disease, are able often to sell the carcases 
as fit for human food. They generally have agents 
in the larger towns and let them know when they 





They stood together to obtain such terms as they believed 
to be necessary to a proper discharge of a public duty. 
Their leaders emphatically disclaimed personal motives, 
and gave ample proof of disinterestedness. They appealed, 
as they were entitled to appeal, to the facts of the case ; 
these facts justified them before an impartial body of 
investigators and in the eyes of all fair-minded men. Thus 
the victory was more important than any which the pro- 
fession had formerly achieved. It represented the fruit 
of constructive statesmanship, and remains a_ definite 
contribution to the public weal. 

This victory and its consequences the profession owes 
to the British Medical Association, to its medical secretary, 
Dr. Alfred Cox, and to Dr. Brackenbury, the chairman of 
its negotiating body. ‘These men have often been chal- 
lenged for attempting to turn a medical association into 
a political force. They have succeeded rather in creating 
a medical force in public life the value of which, if rightly 
used, must be incalculable. For in the factory and work- 


shop, as well as in the school and the home, medical advice - 


and supervision are now a recognised necessity ; legislation 
must be informed and scientific or it is foredoomed to 
failure. The vast problems of employment, of housing, 
and even of transport, to say nothing of mental hygiene 
and the punishment of crime, possess medical as well as 
political aspects. More and more the doctor finds him- 
self summoned to the help of Government. It is of 
supreme importance that he should speak with authority. 
He must possess to that end an authentic voice. Thus the 
present meeting of the British Medical Association repre- 
sents a turning point both in the history of that body and 
also in the history of British medicine and hygiene.— The

can conveniently deal with the diseased carcases. 
And the trouble is that there appears to be no law 
to deal with persons who deliberately attempt to 
deceive the meat inspectors.” It is well-known to 
our members that “stripping” of tuberculous 
carcases is not so uncommon even in the big towns. 
In the country districts, where there is little or no 
inspection or supervision, it is more prevalent. There 
are black sheep to be found jn every calling in life 
and we are sure that the members of the meat trade 
are as concerned that such evil practices are carried 
on as we are, and equally anxious that they should be 
stopped. Mr. Torrance’s remarks were given promin- 
ence in the lay press and have already ¢aused con- 
siderable comment. 

The second day was devoted to the subject of clean 
milk and cattle housing. Mr. Begg’s paper on Clean 
Milk was exhaustive and masterly. Professor Linton 
on the construction of cowsheds was lucid and imbued 
with practical common-sense. We think, however, 
that a large part of the great value of these con- 
tributions was entirely lost owing to the ridiculously

inadequate time allowed for their discussion. Mr. 
| Begg’s was a long paper; by omitting considerable 
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portions, the reading of it occupied fifty-three minutes, 
and thirty-two minutes only were left for the discus- 
sion and reply. From many points of view this was 
entirely unsatisfactory. In the first place, the 
subject is of outstanding importance ; in the second 
place, the paper was so good that it deserved better 
treatment, and the fragmentary discussion was a 
poor compliment to the essayist. In the third place, 
those most competent to speak on the subject had no 
chance of being heard, and consequently the report 
of the discussion will give a wrong impression of the 
views of the meeting. Colonel Brittlebank’s opening 
of the discussion (which was read in his absence) 
was full of sound common-sense and showed his 
thorough knowledge of the subject. The only speakers 
who had a chance of contributing to the discussion 
were four medical officers of health, and we were not 
very much impressed by what was said. One M.O.H. 
was understood to say that a cow with old tubercular 
lesions in the lungs (found on p.m.) was evidently 
responsible for giving tubercular milk. Not one 
veterinary inspector—-and there were many present 

had a chance of speaking on this subject, which is 
of such vital importance to our profession and on 
which we, above all others, are the highest authority. 


Professor Linton’s demonstration suffered the same 
fate. The discussion was so curtailed as to be of 
little or no value. We can only hope that in future 
this state of things will be remedied by the Royal 
Sanitary Institute and that papers will be circulated 
some time before the Congress is held, and at the 
meeting accepted and taken as read, so as to allow 
of a proper time for discussion. We, on our part, 
have a serious duty to perform in common justice 
to our profession. The Sanitary Congress is the one 
great meeting-place for all those engaged in Public 
Health. It is there that we can meet medical officers, 
chairmen of health committees, and other members 
of local authorities, and make ourselves and our 
efforts known to them. We are convinced that they 
are very anxious indeed to know more about us and 
our work, and come to this Congress with the sincere 
desire to learn and to give practical effect to the 
advice they may receive. It is positively heart- 
breaking, then, that on these occasions, the veterinary 
profession should be silent, be inarticulate, or perhaps 
be merely lacking a few good spokesmen. The 
medical men are quick to fill the gap and give expres- 
sion to views which are accepted only too often as 
the voice of the meeting. At the last Congress there 
should have been twenty veterinarians ready to 
speak one after the other, without a moment's 
hesitation on such subjects. If we persistently allow 
ourselves to be pushed into the background in our 
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own special province, we must not wonder that local 
authorities will neglect us in favour of the medical 
officer. At next year’s Congress we must lead in our 
own section, and to do so, we must begin in good time 
to organise ourselves for the occasion and not as in 
the past leave everything to chance. We _ have 
come to the sad conclusion that this year’s Sanitary 
Congress, so far as the veterinarian is concerned, was 
a waste of both valuable opportunity and valuable 
time. The pity of it is that it need not have been 
other than a brilliant demonstration of the value, 
the knowledge, and the ability of the veterinary 
profession. 





ABSTRACT. 


The Paroxysmal Hemoglobinuria of Horses and 
Cattle and of Man.

“ There is a special peculiarity of the horse that 
has frequently attracted the attention of observers, 
and that is its liability to various disturbances of 
the digestive apparatus. The horse is very subject 
to complaints causing abdominal pain—a symptom 
referred to generically as ‘colic.’ Accompanying 
the colic there is very often muscular inco-ordination 
in the limbs, a symptom known as ‘ staggers.’ Motor 
irregularities giving rise to tympanic distension 
are common in the stomach, and further along there 
is a propensity to volvulus and intussusception. If 
a horse is driven soon after a hearty feed he is par- 
ticularly liable to show symptoms of acute indigestion, 
associated with gastric tympany. Flatulent dis- 
tension of the stomach after food is common enough 
in the human subject, sometimes accompanied by 
vertigo, which doubtless corresponds to the ‘ staggers ’ 
observed in animals, Other reflex effects are common 
in the human subject, especially within the area of 
distribution of the autonomic fibres of the vagus. 
Of these palpitation is one of the most obvious. 
But in certain predisposed persons, namely, people 
with biliary calculi, dietary indiscretions may bring 
on an attack of biliary colic. The reflex has then 
affected a part of the hepatic apparatus that we 
can recognise by familiar clinical effects. But we 
have no right to assume that the liver itself never 
suffers a reflex disturbance because our often limited 
diagnostic facilities do not make it conspicuous. 
On the contrary, we should be rather surprised if 
the liver were immune. Indeed, writers on human 
medicine say that acute congestion of the liver is 
liable to follow or accompany digestive disturbances 
located primarily in the stomach. Is the liver 
immune in the horse? I find that writers on veterin- 
ary medicine do not think so, for they also describe 
hepatic congestion or disorder of hepatic function as 
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liable to be excited by gastric or gastro-intestinal 
disturbances. But there would be various grades of 
disorder, and not every disturbance of function would 
be conspicuous. Sometimes such disturbances would 
only be recognisable by bio-chemical tests not readily 
available or not often applied. It is at least con- 
ceivable that a defective response to the demand 
for catalase might be one of those bio-chemical 
effects, and this inadequacy might only be great 
enough to become openly recognisable under special 
circumstances ; for example, when there has been a 
great and sudden heat loss combined with or imme- 
diately followed by a great general demand plus 
a superlatively great and concentrated demand in a 
particular portion of the muscular system. Then 
bankruptcy ensues. A chronic or permanent dis- 
ability of the liver might be present and only become 
evident in times of special stress, the liver being equal 
to ordinary requirements, 

“ Let us now consider another possibility, namely, 
the effect of a chill, that is a flood of heat loss, not 
only on liver function, but also on general physio- 
logical efficiency. Compensatory adjustments are 
not immediate and in individuals untrained to sudden 
changes or in those whose physiological efficiency 
is already hampered by some food fault such as 
inadequate vitamin or amino-acid supply or by 
mineral shortage, adjustment may well be more 
difficult than in those trained to quick adaptation. 
In any case, in cold or inclement weather a sudden 
exposure while the skin is warm and flushed must 
involve a very great heat loss. Does this chilling 
itself lower the functional efficiency for a time of 
the liver and other parts of the digestive apparatus ? 
Whether that be so or not, it does seem temporarily 
to lessen resistance to some infections, at least in 
human beings, for it is a chill after exposure to 
infection (say in a theatre) that seems often to be 
the cause of ‘ catching cold.’ 

“In this connection we may also note the popular 
belief that it is injurious to indulge in a cold bath 
or to go swimming immediately after a hearty meal. 
This opinion seems on the whole to be endorsed by 
the medical profession. Why -is it endorsed? If 
it be said that it is liable to cause depression of 
digestive function, shall we arbitrarily limit the 
depression ‘o one function or one group of functions 
or to one part of the function of the liver or of the 
pancreas or of the intestinal epithelium ? If there 
be a depression of function, it would be either the 
heat loss or the increased metabolism following 
the heat loss that would exercise the detriment. 

“The conditions just mentioned, and particularly 
so in the case of swimming, seem closely comparable 
to those of a horse taken from a warm stable after 
a good feed and driven in cold inclement weather. 


Tuer FUNDAMENTAL CAUSES OF THE CONDITION. 


“Tt remains for us now to go beyond the causes 
that actually precipitate an attack and to find out, 
if we can, some reasonable theory to account for the 
predisposition.: We have seen that sometimes several 
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horses belonging to the same stable have developed 
the malady, and that the same horse may suffer from 
repeated attacks. In a passage that I have not 
reproduced, Friedberger and Fréhner say that it has 
been observed both in a horse and in an ox on the 
same day and presumably on the same farm. We 
have seen also that it has attacked as many as seven 
cows on the same farm. In these last, however, no 
mention is made of acute degeneration of the great 
muscles of progression. 

“ The liability of horses to colic and to gastric and 
intestinal disturbances generally has by some been 
ascribed to the anatomical arrangement of the diges- 
tive apparatus in that animal. But the donkey is 
said to be free or relatively free from this predisposition, 
and both animals have practically the same anatomical 
arrangements. It seems to me much more likely 
that the difference is due to difference of dietary 
conditions, 

“The horse is specially fed to produce a maximum 

of work either by traction or by speed, and energy- 
producing food in a concentrated form is therefore 
given. That is, he is given a liberal ration of grain 
or grain products such as bran. Moreover, many 
horses are fed for long periods entirely in stables 
and can get no fresh green food. 
“As a matter of fact, the stabled horse receives a 
diet not very unlike that of some grain-fed pigs. 
Energy-producing food is given to a pig to produce 
fat, not work, but whether the energy be used or 
stored, that factor of the dietary must be large. 
But farmers do not succeed with their pigs if they 
fail to compensate for certain deficiencies of grain 
diet. The pigs must receive in addition a sufficiency 
of milk, whole or separated, or a liberal quantity of 
green fodder, especially that of leguminous plants 
such as lucerne. By either or both of such means 
is supplied a good quality of protein and in liberal 
amount, good quality meaning that the protein 
amino-acids are proportioned in the right way for 
animal nutrition. By the same means there are 
supplied also the requisite mineral elements, especially 
calcium and phosphorus, and these also in liberal 
quantities and in such ratios as enable a right physio- 
logical balance to be sustained. 

“The protein element of grain is relatively small, 
and excepting in the germ, which is very minute, it 
is of low grade quality, for in its make-up certain 
amino-acid ‘building stones’ which the animal 
organism requires in relatively large* quantity are 
poorly represented. 

‘In regard to mineral matter the ash of grain is 
relatively small in quantity and contains extremely 
little calcium, though it contains a much larger 
proportion of phosphorus, The hay derived from 
oats and other grasses is also poor in ash, The 
ash of oat hay varies enormously in its content of 
calcium and phosphorus according to the soil in 
which it has been grown. One sample grown in 
favourable soil may contain six times as much cal- 
cium and three times as much phosphorus as another 
sample grown in less favourable soil. On the other 
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hand, a leguminous hay such as lucerne contains 
several times as much calcium as oat hay, even at 
its best, and may contain fifty times as much as 
some specimens. The same applies in various 
degrees to any grass hay. 


“As examples of the facts I quote some analyses 
from various sources. Calcium oxide in grain: 
Maize, 0°026°%,; wheat, 0°051%; oats, 0°143°). 
Phosphorus pentoxide in grain: Maize, 0°623°, ; 
wheat, 0°808°%,; oats, 0°888°%. Calcium oxide in 
peas, 0.098%; phosphorus pentoxide in peas, 
0°817%. Calcium oxide in bran, 0°160°%,;  phos- 
phorus pentoxide in bran, 3°040%. Calcium oxide 
in oat straw grown in different soils : 0°085°%, 0°20°%,, 
0°35%, 0°499°%, ; phosphorus pentoxide in oat straw 
grown in different soils: 0°16°%, 0°37%, 0.51%. 
Calcium oxide in lucerne hay, 431°; phosphorus 
pentoxide in lucerne hay, 0°61°%. 

“ Pigs fed on grain without either milk or green 
fodder fail to thrive and eventually sicken or die. 
The evidence goes to show that a very large part of 
the trouble is due to failure in the supply or utilisa- 
tion of calcium or calcium and phosphorus. I forbear 
to quote authorities for all these statements, but 
there is plentiful evidence. I know the literature 
pretty well, and I am only stating what is practically 
accepted and unquestioned. 

“ T have left out the question of fat-soluble vitamin, 
which is so slight in amount in grain, in old hay, 
n oileake and in certain roots supplied to pigs and 
to stall-fed animals, as has been shown by Drum- 
mond and his associates. This vitamin is known to 
be relatively small in amount in the bodies of pigs 
not receiving green food, and by analogy it is not 
likely to be large in the body of the completely 
stall-fed horse or cow. 

“All in all, it seems that we can say this, that 
according to our modern knowledge in the dietary 
of the stall-fed animal, especially at the end of a 
long winter, there are liable to be imperfections 
formerly unthought of and almost inconceivable. 

“There is positive experimental evidence, as is 
shown, for instance, by the work of Steenbock and 
Hart on the goat, that in stall-fed animals the 
utilisation of calcium may be detrimentally affected,’ 
so that even what is supplied is inefficiently absorbed. 
A negative calcium balance occurs on certain types 
of dietary. The animal may have to use up some 
of its stored calcium or calcium and phosphorus 
for its ordinary physiological needs. The evidence 
that the bones function for this purpose as a bank 
of issue for lending calcium or phosphorus is abundant 
and confirmed beyond all doubt, as is also the fact 
that it is in some animals a frequently recurring 
phenomenon, as, for instance, has been shown by 
Forbes and his associates. I would, therefore, regard 
the process of osteoclasis and its result, osteoporosis, 
as protective. Unfavourable conditions might inter- 
fere with the free course of osteoclasis, and to my 
mind the deprivation of fat-soluble vitamin plus 
deprivation of light in a stable might well provide 
such unfavourable conditions. This explanation, 
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however, is not vital to the main issue, and some 
other explanation may turn out to be better. The 
main point is whether detriment may come by way 
of the dietary, a detriment such that we may reason- 
ably expect important organs to become disordered 
easily, and so be relatively unprepared for serious 
and sudden stresses. 

‘* All the same, it will be profitable to direct atten- 
tion to osteoporosis in the horse. By using the term 
osteoporosis just now, I did not mean that the degree 
of it would easily extend to more than what could 
legitimately be called a normal physiological decal- 
cification. There are cases, however, in which the 
degree of osteoporosis becomes so intense as to 
emerge into notice as a clinical disease. It is liable 
to occur extensively and persistently in certain 
stables. It is known to occur so often in this degree 
in connection with certain types of dietary that it 
has been described as ‘ bran disease.’ The condition 
disappears if the animal is sent away and put on 
good green pasture, and it tends to recur after the 
animal returns to the stable. It has been described 
as affecting certain racing stables where the dietary 
was supposed to be of the very best. Some veterin- 
ary practitioners have been unable to believe that 
they could be mocked at by a dietary containing so 
much of what they have always regarded as highly 
nutritious material and unimpeachable in quality. 
They have insisted that in the predilection for certain 
stables and in a tendency to enzootic prevalence at 
certain times or seasons there is proof that it is due to 
infection. But the preponderance of opinion is 
against this view. 

“Tt is equally difficult for some medical men to 
realise that in apparently liberal and even luxurious 
human dietaries the margin of safety in calcium or 
in certain amino-acid ‘building stones’ (lysine, 
tryptophane, cystine) may be dangerously small, 
and that deficiency therein might easily be a cryptic 
factor in chronic dyspepsia and other forms of ill- 
health. Unfortunately, no one can tell just where 
the line between sufficiency and deficiency lies, and 
it might and probably does vary in the same indi- 
vidual as circumstances vary. 

“The calcium content of a dietary comprising 
meat, fish, eggs, soups, flour, bread, rice and other 
cereal foods, potatoes, peas, dried beans, sugar, 
butter and fruit is extremely small. Milk is the 
natural complement, but no doubt precipitated bone 
powder or even chalk would do.” 


The author proceeds to discuss and quote cases of 
paroxysmal hemoglobinuria in man, and continues : 

“ While there is evidently much resemblance, notes 
point to some remarkable differences of form between 
the equine and human types of paroxysmal hemo- 
globinuria, The hemoglobinuria symptom is common 
to both, and in both there is a special tendency to its 
appearance in connection with exposure to cold. In 
both it seems probable that there is an injury to the 
blood at some special part of the circulation, not 
everywhere, though afterwards the injured blood 
mixes with the uninjured. There is proof that in the 
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human type the hemolysis can be brought about by 
refrigeration, and it would seem reasonably probable 
that the hemolysis does actually take place in the 
parts that are reduced in temperature, and this could 
be made to explain the whole of the hemoglobinuria. 
I am anticipating, but I shall later on refer to the 
‘hemolysin’ theory of paroxysmal hemoglobinuria 
in man, when it will be seen that the theory sup- 
poses hemolysis to occur, not in the refrigerated 
area and during refrigeration, but at a later stage, 
when the blood reaches the internal organs. 

“T think [ can say, after considering the evidence, 
that no data can be obtained from observation of 
the human material that will conveniently serve to 
explain the equine autolysis of muscles and _ selec- 
tively those muscles which have the most strenuous 
work, in which metabolism is most active and in 
which the greatest output of heat would naturally 
occur. We cannot postulate refrigeration there. 
‘*The same may be said about glycosuria. Appar- 
ently it is not found in the paroxysmal hemoglo- 
binuria of man. Yet it seems to occur at least 
sometimes in the equine disease, and according to 
the French authors cited by Law it occurs in appre- 
ciable quantity. 


THe HA@MOLYSIN THEORY. 


“Up to this point [ have abstained from men- 
tioning an important theory that really occupies 
the foreground in regard to the paroxysmal hemo- 
globinuria of man. I have done this designedly, 
for it seemed better to deal first with the equine 
disease, and it enabled me to be able to present my 
own speculations with greater freedom. The theory 
referred to is at the present time the one generally 
favoured by authorities, and for a description | 
abstract the following from Osler’s well-known 
text-book : 

‘** Much has been done latterly to clear up the nature 
of this remarkable disease by the studies of Eason, 
Donath, Landsteiner, Hoover, and Stone and Moss. 
The blood serum of these patients contains a complex 
hemolysin capable of dissolving the patient’s own 
corpuscles. It is an amboceptor component of the 
hemolysin, not the complement that is peculiar, 
and this amboceptor differs from other known hemo- 
lytic amboceptors in that it will unite with the red 
blood corpuscles only at a low temperature in the 
presence of a complement, and furthermore in that it 
is capable of bringing about the solution of the 
patient’s own cells (auto-hemolytic action) and those 
of other members of the group to which the patient 
belongs as well as the cells of members of other groups 
(Moss). Atmospheric cold and congestion of the 
peripheral vessels, as in Reynaud’s disease, will 
reduce the temperature of the blood sufficiently 
to permit of the union of the amboceptor and cor- 
puscles, and hemolysis occurs when the blood passes 
to the internal organs.’ 

“The above theory appears to be regarded as 
satisfactorily accounting for the facts and there- 





fore, provisionally, as proved. But we ‘encounter 
a crucial difficulty in deciding what we shall include 
in the facts that have to be accounted for. It would 
seem satisfactory if we are on safe ground in assuming 
that there are two essentially distinct diseases, one 
commonly affecting horses, the other commonly 
affecting man. But as regards man, there would 
have to be excluded a group of cases, presently to 
be considered, probably classifiable with the equine 
disease. 

“ For if the hemolysin theory, as we may call it, 
is the true explanation of the ordinary human type, 
it seems to me that we have to admit at once that 
the equine disease is not homologous with the human. 
But are we entitled to say that the equine type is 
not homologous because it cannot be explained by 
a theory specially constructed to explain the human 
type? That is like arguing in a circle. We choose 
the facts that are to be explained, and we find a 
theory that seems to be right because it fits the 
facts within the ring we have described around 
them. As far as I can see, the hemolysin theory is 
not able to explain the muscular degeneration that 
occurs in the equine disease, nor is it able to explain 
the glycosuria that has been recorded. It may be 
said that the equine disease is ‘ obviously’ different, 
and if all agree in that, it will stand as a convention. 
This is done every day in classification, and we are 
usually justified by commonsense in doing it. But 
if someone objects that by doing so we are merely 
shutting our eyes to a real difficulty and effectually 
begging the question, it can be no answer to use 
the circular argument that the theory demands it. 
That is not the way to test theories. We begin to 
suspect them when we find that they only fit a 
portion of the facts within the natural area. On the 
other hand, if the two types are essentially different, 
we do not need to have a theory co-ordinating both. 
But that is a question at issue and there is our 
dilemma. 

* But let me not be misunderstood. ‘The foregoing 
remarks apply quite as much to my theory of the 
causation of the equine type of paroxysmal hiemo- 
globinuria as they do to the hemolysin theory in 
connection with the humaif type. I confess to a 
degree of dissatisfaction in not finding co-ordinating 
factors and a co-ordinating theory. It is possible 
that some day someone may visualise a co-ordinating 
theory. On the other hand, this may really be 
impossible, because the differences are’ essential. 

‘** However, hypotheses are servants, not masters ; 
there is nothing sacrosanct about them. ‘They are 
merely provisional explanations of the facts as far 
as we know them at present--and there is much 
more to learn. 


H HAMOGLOBINURIA FROM EXERTION: IS THE EQUINE 
Type oF HAMOGLOBINURIA REPRESENTED IN MAN ? 

The hemolysin theory is described in detail by 
Eason. At the conclusion of an article on hemo- 
globinuria in the second edition of the Hncyclopedia 
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Medica, Eason refers under a separate heading 
entitled ‘Hemoglobinuria from Exertion’ to a 
class of cases of paroxysmal hemoglobinuria of 
comparatively rare occurrence that have been recorded 
as following exertion and independent of cold. He 
remarks on the curious feature that in these cases 
it is apparently leg work that induces these attacks. 
Admitting that symptoms of acute muscle degenera- 
tion are not in the description, nevertheless the 
similarity to the equine disease is too close to miss. 


“ It is obvious that these cases are not amenable to 
the explanation given by the hemolysin theory as 
set out, wherein refrigeration is an integral neces- 
sity, a fundamental factor. This is a practical 
example of the dilemma to which I have referred in 
a recent paragraph. Hither the theory in its present 
form breaks down or the disease is a different one, 
despite its superficial resemblances. If we take 
the latter alternative, it seems reasonable to class 
it with the equine type. If my hypothesis as to 
the causation of the latter type is near the truth, it 
might then be found to explain these human cases. 


“We have seen that in slight attacks, both of the 
equine and of the human type of the disease, there 
may be no appearance of hemoglobin in the urine, 
but albumen only. This causes us to reflect. Let 
me now quote from an article by Dr. W. Collier, of 
Oxford, on functional albuminuria in athletes. He 
shows that after violent exercise in young men it is 
practically universal to find albuminuria :— 


“Of this year’s Oxford University crew every 
member after rowing a trial over the full course 
assed a definite amount of albumen and at least 
alf the crew passed a very considerable quantity. 
With the college crews the same thing happened. 
In the New College boat, head of the river in the 
Torpids, after rowing a course every member’s urine 
contained some, while in fiye of the crew the amount 
was large. The running men seemed to pass even 
more than the rowing men.’ 


“Can it be that the hemoglobinuria that occurs in 
some persons after exercise, meaning the kind that 
I have classed provisionally with the equine type, is 
a sort of pathological superlative, an exaggeration, 
of a normal occurrence that in ordinary people 
reaches no higher than an albuminuria ? 


SUMMARY. 


“The wtiology and pathology of paroxysmal hzemo- 
globinuria, equine and human, is discussed. In the 
horse, reasons are given for believing that the dietary 
is liable to be very low in calcium through the nature 
of the customary dietary and the enormous variations 
that occur in the calcium content of oat hay or straw. 
For example, a sample of oat straw grown in one soil 
or region may contain six times as much calcium as 
a sample grown in another soil or region, and lucerne 
hay may contain fifty times as much. Actual figures 
are quoted. The physiological regulation of calcium 
metabolism may also be at fault. 
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“Tt is thought likely that in the horse functional 
liver disorder promoted by calcium deficiency and/or 
by chill may lead to deficient catalase production. 
The acute degeneration occurring specially in the 
great thrusting muscles of progression in the horse 
at the same time as the paroxysm of hemoglobinuria 
is explained as arising from exhaustion of catalase, 
with consequent deficient oxidation and accumula- 
tion of lactic acid. Proteolytic enzymes are at the 
same time set free and their activity, previously 
inhibited, is no longer restrained. Autolysis is the 
result and hemolysis accompanies it. 


“The glycosuria that occurs in the equine but 
not in the human cases is accounted for by inability 
to oxidise sugar in the affected muscles, although it 
has been demanded and supplied. Therefore it 
accumulates and has to be got rid of. 


“In the typical paroxysmal hemoglobinuria of 
man, evidence is cited showing conclusively that 
hemolysis occurs within the refrigerated part, in 
the cold blood then and there present. The evidence 
at hand fails to support the now current view that 
the hemolysis occurs in the internal organs at a 
period subsequent to the chilling. It does not con- 
tradict it, but it makes it superfluous. 

“The hemolysin theory, at present the prevailing 
interpretation of the paroxysmal hemoglobinuria of 
man, is inapplicable to explain the equine disease. 
It has not been found possible to co-ordinate and 
connect together the equine type with the type 
described as most frequent in man. If both have 
been interpreted correctly, they are not homologous, 
but essentially different diseases, despite resem- 
blances. It is noted, however, that in man two 
distinct types of paroxysmal hemoglobinuria appear 
to occur. It is suggested that the second and less 
common of these types may be homologous with the 
equine disease, 

“ Having regard to the fact that albuminuria occurs 
normally in human beings during strenuous exer- 
cise, the question is raised whether the equine type 
of paroxysmal hemoglobinuria is not the homologue 
of this, though extended into a pathological plane. 

“ Incidentally, it is suggested that the phenomenon 
known as ‘ second wind’ in athletes is due to estab- 
lishment of catalase equilibrium in response to a 
demand for a greater output from the liver. 

“It is also suggested that the pain and stiffness 
that occurs in an over-used untrained muscle may 
possibly be due to a muscular change similar in 
kind to that which occurs in horses suffering from 
paroxysmal hemoglobinuria, but only very slight 
in degree.”

A well-attended meeting of the Council of the 
N.V.M.A. was held at the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons, 10 Red Lion Square, W.C., on the afternoon 
of Wednesday, July 2nd, with the President, Mr. 
H. J. Dawes, in the chair.

Livesey (General Secretary). 

The minutes of the previous meeting of Council 
were read, confirmed and signed. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 
Apologies for absence were announced from Major 


J. Abson, Mr. J. R. Baxter, Mr. Hugh Begg, Dr. O. C. 
Bradley, Mr. J. C. Coleman, Mr. B. DeVine, Mr. C. 
Elphick, Mr. J. Ewing Johnston, Mr. C. O. Langley 
(Solicitor), Mr. J. 8. Lloyd, Mr. 8. E. Sampson, Mr. T. 
Spencer, Mr. W. Scott, Mr. H. Sumner, Mr. W. Woods, 
Professor G. H. Wooldridge and Mr. J. H. Wynne. 

The PREsIDENT voiced the deep regret of the mem- 
bers at the information contained in Mr Spencer’s 
letter, that his absence was due to cardiac trouble, and 
it was decided that a message of sympathy and wishes 
for Mr. Spencer’s speedy return to health be sent. 

The Secretary read a letter from Mr. J. B. Cowx, 
of Teignmouth, containing the sad intelligence that 
his brother-in-law, Mr. E. H. Stent, of Manchester, 
had passed away following an operation. 

The Prestpent : I am sure everybody present will 
be very sorry indeed to hear the contents of that 
letter. Mr. Stent was a man whom I knew very well 
indeed. He took the very keenest interest in his 
profession, and in the “ National.” His loss will be 
sorely felt by the whole of the Veterinary Profession. 
I beg to move that a vote of sympathy be sent to the 
bereaved family. 

Mr. McKinna seconded, the motion being carried 
in silence, the members standing. 

Reference was then made to the death, since the 
last meeting of Council, of Mr. T. Salisbury Price, 
the President saying that Mr. Price had given of his 
best to the Veterinary Profession, by ‘his regular 
attendance at the R.C.V.S. Council, and by his 
performance of every action that a man could do to 
further the interests of his colleagues. The President's 
motion of a vote of sympathy with Mr. Price’s daugh- 
ters was seconded by Mr. J. Willett and carried in the 
same manner as the preceding. 

The resignation of Mr. R. H. Meade, of New Zealand, 
was accepted with regret. 

Appreciation was expressed of the action of the 
solicitor in offering his honorary help should the 
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Association decide to take any action in the matter 
raised in the extract published in the Record of May 
22nd, from the Glasgow Evening News, with reference 
to the treatment accorded members of the profession 
by local Benches. 

The Secretary laid before the meeting a suggestion 
from Mr. H. Sumner, of Liverpool, that the Associa- 
tion make itself responsible for the cost of reporting, 
for the Record, the proceedings at the Veterinary 
Inspectors Section of the forthcoming Royal Sanitary 
Institute Congress at Liverpool. Mr. Hayhurst, the 
secretary of the section, had in years previous to last, 
engaged a shorthand writer for the purpose, the 
expense having been defrayed by the Association. 
Last year this was not done, and no satisfactory 
report was sent to the Record. 

Professor Bux'ron : I was responsible for incurring 
that expense, having to take the decision in a moment. 
I do, however, think it is a section which is of value 
to the profession, and that its proceedings should be 
available for our members. 

The Secretary: The Journal of the Institute 
reproduces these proceedings, and we only have to 
await their publication to get them for nothing. 

In view of the abbreviation to which the discussions 
were subjected in the Institute’s Journal, it was resolved 
that a sum not exceeding £5 5s. be expended in this way, 
subject to the securing by the Secretary of an assurance 
from the Institute that they would allow publication 
in the Record prior to the appearance of the material 
in the Journal of the Institute. 

The Secretary reported that he had received the 
following reply from the Secretary to the Minister of 
Agriculture, in response to the Association’s request 
to be directly represented upon the Milk Advisory 
Committee of the Ministry of Health and the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

‘ I am desired by Mr. Buxton to inform 
you that he has already considered the suggestion 
that a representative of the National Veterinary 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland should be 
appointed on the Milk Advisory Committee of the 
Ministry of Health and of this Department, but has 
not seen his way to adopt it. As was explained by 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry, in 
answer to a question by Mr. Perry in the House of 
Commons, on the 7th May, the Milk Advisory Com- 
mittee is primarily a Committee of the industry, and 
has been appointed to advise the Government from 
the point of view of the trade. If expert veterinary 
advice is required, either by the Committee or by the 
Minister, on subjects connected with milk, it can be 
obtained from the Veterinary Staff in this Department. 

A copy of the question put to the Minister of 
Agriculture had been received from Mr. Perry. 

Mr. Noel Pillers had written as follows in connection 
with the Secretary’s request to be supplied with the 
names of the representatives to Council of the Scottish 
Branch :- 

‘T enclose you the form filled in as best I can. I 
have always experienced great difficulty in getting the 
names of representatives of each Division on the 
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Council of the N.V.M.A., and I hope you will be more 
fortunate. I have always assumed that such would be 
the Council of the Branch, but I do not think there 
is anything in the Articles of Association to this effect. 
I tried to establish it when Professor Buxton was in 
office, and I think it would be a good plan to get 
something to this effect in your new Articles, as it 
will save a lot of over-lapping, re-electing, and so on.” 

The Secretary: There is no provision in the 
Articles for such a Council of a Branch, and this raises 
the question as to whether a Branch is to have one, 
and, if so, of whom that Council is to consist. 

Mr. Gorton : It was definitely arranged that each 
Branch should be a unit by itself, within the “ National,” 
and that each Branch should manage its own affairs 
as a self-contained unit, exactly as is done by the 
Divisions. 

Mr. McInrosu moved and it was resolved : ** That 
the matter remain as it is, and that the Secretary be 
instructed to write an explanatory letter to Mr. 
Pillers.” 

The Secretary of the Midland Counties Division, 
Mr. H. J. Dawes, had written as follows : 

* At a meeting of this Association, held on May the 
13th, Mr. Aston, of Derby, said he would like to propose 
‘That this meeting pass a vote of confidence in the 
Officers and Council of the National Veterinary 
Association.’ He said that they had been attacked 
in a certain quarter, and he thought it was their duty 
to support them. He would not enter into details, as 
they all no doubt read the Veterinary Record. The 
National was their own Association, a purely demo- 
cratic body controlled by the profession. He wanted 
to let the Council know that they had behind them 
the rank and file of the Profession, who were prepared 
to endorse their policy in every way. Mr. Barker, 
of Hereford, seconded the resolution, and it was carried 
unanimously. The Hon. Secretary was requested 
to convey the terms of the resolution to the executive 
body of the ‘ National.’ ”’ 

The letter was received with applause, and Mr. 
Gorton’s resolution: “ That the Secretary be in- 
structed to express our gratification at the confidence 
that the Midland Association has expressed in the 
Officers and Council of the * National,’ ” was carried. 

GIFTS TO THE ASSOCIATION, 

The SECRETARY announced that Mr, G. A. Banham, 
of Cambridge, had presented to the Association a 
picture of Professor Spooner and another of Professor 
Varnell, and that a bound set of the Veterinary 
Record had been presented by Mr. F. W. Robards, of 
Dartford. Mr. P. Manual, of Crewe, had also offered 
some bound and unbound volumes. 

It was agreed that a letter of thanks be sent to these 
gentlemen for their gifts. 


REPORTS. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
The Secretary read the following report of the 
Finance Committee : 
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Two meetings of the Committee have been held. 

The Committee received the resignation of Mr. J. 8. 
Lloyd, and decided, with great regret, to accept it. 

An application from all Jersey practitioners asking for 
financial aid in an appeal to the House of Representatives 
with regard to the post of States Veterinary Officer was 
sympathetically considered. It was agreed to guarantee 
them in the sum of £10 against the expense of engaging 
counsel if incurred. 

The Secretary has endeavoured without result to trace 
the guarantees given to the Association at its formation, 
the matter having been raised in a communication from 
Mr. R. Hughes, of Oswestry. The matter is held over for 
further investigation. 

The Committee decided to furnish Mr. McAllan, the 
Local Secretary of the Provisional Committee, with the 
sum of £20 to enable him to open an account with a local 
bank for the purpose of defraying preliminary expenses 
incurred by him in connection with the Aberdeen Congress. 

The Committee were approached by the Council of the 
Victoria Veterinary Benevolent Fund, with a view to 
some publicity for the claims of the Fund being secured 
through the medium of the Veterinary Record. They 
have been informed that the Committee are prepared to 
print a leaflet, to be drawn up by Mr. Bullock, to be 
circulated as an insertion in the Record. 

It was agreed that the despatch of the Record to 
defaulting members should be stopped with the issue 
of August 30th. 

The Committee decided to entertain Dr. Williams and 
Professor Vallée as the guests of the Association at the 
Aberdeen Conyress. 

The Committee report that the financial position of the 
Association is satisfactory. 


The Committee's report was received and adopted, 
upon the proposition of Mr. McInrosu, seconded by 
Mr. REEs. 


APPOINTMENTS COMMITTEE. 
The report of this Committee was read by the 
SecRETARY, as follows : 


The Committee have had under consideration the pay 
and conditions of service of the staff of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, and decided to ask to be heard on these 
points by the Foot-and-Mouth Disease Administrative 
Committee, as being a body likely to further the aims of 
the Association. A delegation consequently will attend 
that Committee on July 10th, when a précis of the evidence 
which the Committee have at their disposal will be 
presented. 

Sir L. J. Buenkinsop, having refused to present 
the repert on the ground that he had not seen it prior 
to the meeting, it was agreed that all reports of 
committees should be submitted to the respective 
chairmen of committees in advance of the meeting of 
Council at which they would be presented. 

The report was received and adopted. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO REVISE THE ARTICLES OF 
ASSOCIATION. 


The Secretary presented the following report of 
this Committee :— 
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The Memorandum and Articles of Association have been 
carefully considered by the Committee, and many have 
been redrafted by Mr. Langley (Solicitor). The draft 
Articles submitted by Mr. Langley have been approved. 

The question has arisen with regard to the winding 
up of the Company and the formation of a new one for the 
purpose of eliminating the word ‘‘ Limited ’’ from the title 
of the Association as to whether it would be advisable to 
register the Company by incorporation or by incorporation 
by Royal Charter. 

The Solicitor has reported that he had ascertained the 
cost of a Royal Charter would be about £400 in addition 
to the cost of winding up the present Company. 

It was consequently resolved that the matter be left 
for the consideration of the Council, and if necessary for 
the General Meeting. 


The Prestpent: As Chairman of the Committee, 
I would point out to you that, as you will see from the 
report, this business of obtaining a Royal Charter 
is going to be a very expensive one. It seems to me 
that it is a matter for the consideration of the annual 
general meeting. 

Professor Buxton moved that the matter be left 
over to the general meeting, and that, upon that 
occasion, an appeal be made to the Profession 
for financial aid to accomplish the object they had in 
view. 

The proposition was seconded by Colonel T. D. 
Young, and carried. 

The report was accepted and adopted. 


VETERINARY INSPECTORS AND Pusiic HEALTH 
COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary: At a meeting of this Committee 
immediately preceding this meeting, the following 
resolutions were passed : 


(1) ‘“*That no further effort be made to join the 
National Association of Local Government Officers.”’ 

(2) ** That this Association circularise its divisions and 
branches requesting each to call its veterinary inspectors 
together in order that agreement may be reached as to a 
scale of fees for veterinary inspection under the Contagious 
Diseases of Animals Act which each Division would be 
prepared to accept ; that they should then approach their 
respective Borough and County Councils, and, when that 
has been done, notify this Association as to the result. 
When this information has been obtained, it would then 
be possible and necessary to bring the whole weight of this 
Association to bear upon the County Councils Association.” 

(3) ‘* That in the opinion of this Committee, in view of 
the prevalence of foot-and-mouth disease in recent years, 
and of the existence of other infectious and contagious 
diseases of animals, it is very necessary that a universal 
and periodical veterinary inspection of public live-stock 
sales and markets should be made permanent throughout 
the country.” The Committee further recommended that 
copies of this resolution should be forwarded to each 
Borough and County Council, to the County Councils 
Association, to the Scottish County Councils Association, 
to the Ministry of Agriculture, and to the Foot-and-Mouth 
Disease Administrative Committee. 


The report was received and adopted. 
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EpITroRIAL COMMITTEE. 


The following report of this Committee was presented 
by the SkcreTary :— 

The Committee desire to call the attention of the Council 
to the applications received from both students and prac- 
titioners asking to be placed in touch with one another. 

The office of the Association has been of great assis- 
tance to both parties, and no doubt has resulted in benefit 
accruing to both. 

But the Committee think it desirable to draw the atten- 
tion of the Council to the serious decrease in the professional 
advertisements section of the Record which has occurred 
as a direct result. 

The Committee cannot refrain from drawing the atten- 
tion of the Council to a source of loss to the Association, 
and they would recommend that a registration fee be 
required at least from practitioners, and that students’ 
unions at the various schools should be requested to 
advertise their members desiring appointments in the form 
of one advertisement at the end of the term. 

The Committee further report with regard to the for- 
mation of a cadet branch of the Association that final year 
students might be admitted and receive the Record for 42s. 
A smaller subscription would entail a loss, and a loss at 
present the Committee are not prepared to recommend. 
They are emphatically of opinion that no loss should be 
incurred in the production of the Veterinary Record. 


Major Dunkin: In order to avoid future reduction 
in receipts from professional advertisements such as 
is now being incurred for the reasons stated in the 
report of the Committee, it seems to us essential that 
some registration fee should be charged both prac- 
titioners and students who require such assistance 
as we have been giving them in the past. But I 
would suggest that the student’s fee be smaller than 
the practitioner's. 

Dr. Wurrenouss : [ have come down from Glasgow 
on purpose to tell you what our Students’ Union have 
to suggest. They would point out that a lessening 
of expense would be effected if all the Records to the 
College were sent together and distributed at the 
College. They were anxious for the adoption of 
some such scheme as the following : ‘That, while first 
year students, they should be admitted to membership 
of the Association for the payment of a sum of 2s. 6d. ; 
second year students to pay 5s.; third year students 
I5s., and fourth year men £1. That would make 
their total payment during their four years at College 
£2 2s. 6d., and they suggest that they should be 
made recipients of the Record duritig the last two 
years. They feel that unless the subscription to 
students is put low the thing will not work. The idea 
was to make the College Medical Societies divisions, 
but we do not want to do anything that will decrease 
the membership of the College societies. Their alter- 
native proposition is that first year men should pay 
2s. 6d., second year men 5s., third year men 10s., and 
fourth year men L5s., a total of £1 12s. 6d., the Record 
to be received for one year only. 

The Association would derive great benefit from 
securing the interest of all, while the early subscrip- 
tions paid by the “ derelicts,” who never get through, 
would be all to the good. 


Se ty OF 
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Following a brief discussion it was agreed : “ That 
the matter be referred to the Articles of Association 
Committee.” 

The Secretary reported the receipt from a member 
of pamphlets in reference to an alleged cure of foot- 
and-mouth disease, to the circulation of which amongst 
the Profession the latter took exception, and, as 
emanating from a member of the Medical Profession, 
the Secretary had approached the General Medical 
Council in the matter. That Council had replied that, 
in their view, no action was called for, as they did not 
think that the pamphlets were in the nature of 
advertisements with the object of securing patients. 
He (the Secretary) had now placed the whole matter 
in the hands of the Registration Committee of the 
R.C.V.8. as he felt that this abuse of professional 
ethics could and should be stopped by mutual aggre- 
ment between the College and the General Medical 
Council. 

The action taken by the Secretary in this matter was 
approved. 


THE ABERDEEN CONGRESS. 


The Secretary reported that the arrangements 
for the Association's Congress to be held at Aberdeen, 
from the 8th to the 15th September, were well in hand, 
and were proceeding very satisfactorily. They had 
a most excellent local secretary in Mr. McAllan, who 
was putting a large amount of hard work into them. 
They had Professors Williams and Vallée coming, 
and he proposed to entertain them as the guests of the 
Association. He also desired the sanction of Council 
to extend invitations to attend the Congress to Mr. 
F. Bullock, Secretary of the R.C.V.S., Mr. C. O. Langley, 
the Association’s solicitor, and Messrs. Hudson, the 
printers of the Veterinary Record. 

The Council expressed pleasure in according the 
requisite sanction. 

The provisional programme of the Congress was then 
submitted by the Secretary. 

The Prestpent : I think you will all agree with me 
that that is a very comprehensive programme, and that 
we should have a well attended and most successful 
gathering. (Applause.) 

The Council expressed their pleasure at a letter 
which had been received from the Town Clerk of 
Aberdeen, containing the information that the 
Corporation had agreed to entertain the Association’s 
delegates to the Congress. 


RESOLUTIONS. 


From the North Wales Division, per J. H. Wynne, 
Esq., F.R.C.V.8S., Honorary Secretary :— 

(1) “‘ That the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
be requested to issue at an early date a Tuberculosis 
Order providing for the destruction of all cattle that 
are of a source of danger to the public health, and 
to other animals, as the first step in the prevention 
of bovine tuberculosis in human beings.” 

In reference to the above resolution, Mr. Wynne 
had written : “ In support of the proposal it was said 
(at the meeting at which the motion was carried) that 
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our sanatoria are full, and that the cost of treating 
tuberculosis of bovine origin is immensely greater 
than its prevention, and that bovine tuberculosis is 
a source of considerable loss of human life and much 
misery in North Wales ; also it was pointed out that 
the elimination of all cows with ‘ open tuberculosis ° 
would greatly benefit agriculture.” 

Colonel Youne: I should like to raise the point 
with regard to the word “a” preceding the words 
“Tuberculosis Order.” If the resolution goes for- 
ward as it stands, it means that we are asking for the 
provision of practically a new order altogether. If 
it goes as asking for “ the re-introduction of the 1914 
Order,”’ it would be productive of much less friction, 
and there would be a far greater probability of success. 

The PrestpEnT: One cannot alter the wording of 
the resolution. 

It was agreed to inform the Division that the 
Council had considered the resolution of which it 
approved, and that the Association had already 
forwarded to the Ministry a resolution asking for 
the re-introduction of the Tuberculosis Order of 
1914. 

(2) ‘‘ That we heartily endorse the policy which 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries is pursuing 
in the control of the present outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease.” 

This resolution was approved. 

From the Derbyshire Division, per O. V. Gunning, 
Esq., M.R.C.V.S., Honorary Secretary :— 

“ That the time has now arrived when the Tuber- 
culosis Order of 1914 should be re-introduced.” 

The resolution was approved. 

From the Royal Counties Division, per Major P. J. 
Simpson, M.R.C.V.8., Honorary Secretary :— 

(1) “That this Division of the N.V.M.A. are 
unanimous in their desire that the Tuberculosis 
Order of 1914 should be speedily re-introduced.” 

(2) “That this Division of the N.V.M.A. are 
unanimously of the opinion that the standardisation 
and control of tuberculin are absolutely a necessity 
from a public and public health aspect.” 

Both resolutions were approved. 

From the Central Division, per J. F. Macdonald, 
Esq., F.R.C.V.S., Honorary Secretary :-— 

“That this Division requests the N.V.M.A. to 
consider the advisability of appointing a Publicity 
Committee.” 

Captain H. Kirk: As I was the instigator of that 
resolution, I beg to express the hope that the Council 
will give it consideration, because the lack of pub- 
licity which the activities of this profession have 
hitherto gained is a very sore point with a very con- 
siderable number of its members. I think the time 
is ripe when we should have a Publicity Committee, or 
some committee which would watch our interests. 
I therefore move that the resolution be adopted. 

Mr. G. P. Mate: I cordially second that. Many 
years ago I proposed at the Council of the R.C.V.S., 
that a Publicity Committee should be formed, but 
nothing was done, and now that the rejuvenated - 
“ National” has proved itself capable of doing so 
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much to further the interests of the members of the 
profession, I venture to hope that it will form this 
Committee. 

Approval was expressed of the proposition, and it 
was eventually agreed to forward the resolution, with 
recommendation, to the annual general meeting. 

The Secretary : This is the last meeting of Council 
which will be held before the Aberdeen Congress, and 
I should like to make a suggestion with the object of 
securing a truly representative Council of the Associa- 
tion. At the present time it is almost impossible to 
get men from all parts of the country to attend the 
Council meetings. Many of the Divisions have 
representatives who never attend at all. Out of a 
Council numbering seventy-six, fifty-three have 
never attended a meeting at all, and it is with the 
object of securing the attendance of some of these 
members, residing, as they do, a long way from 
London, that I should like to propose that we suggest 
—we cannot do more—to the Divisions that they 
should inaugurate a fund to enable their Secretary 
at least to attend four times in London, and, if the 
funds were not sufficient, I think it would be a very 
good thing if an equal sum were contributed by the 
Association. If such a proposition were entertained, 
I think you could leave it to a special committee to 
work out the details and formulate a scheme which 
could be submitted to the General Meeting at Aber- 
deen. 

Professor Buxton : This is a matter on which I feel 
very strongly, for I strongly disapprove of the 
expenses of representatives of a Division being paid by 
that Division, and still more by the Association. 
It is an honour to represent a Division on the Council 
of the “ National,” and it is so felt to be by those 
present this afternoon. © 

If the Secretary were to write to the secretaries of 
Divisions pointing out that certain of its represen- 
tatives did not attend the Council meetings, it might 
do good. 

Major Simpson suggested that the Council might 
consider the feasibility of holding some of its meetings 
out of London, but the suggestion was not enter- 
tained. 

The Secretary informed the members that he had 
already written to a number of secretaries of Divisions 
to the effect suggested by Professor Buxton, and had 
been informed by many of them that it was very 
difficult for them to bear the expense of the journey. 

Mr. Mate : I have a good deal of sympathy with the 
remarks and suggestions of Mr. Livesey, and I support 
his proposal that the matter be considered at the 
Aberdeen meeting, where we should have the 
advantage of the views of members residing in many 
different parts of the country. 

The Council approved of this course, greeting with 
applause the assertion, made as a matter of interest 
by Major Simpson, that the Royal Counties Division 
appointed four representatives, and all were present 
that day. 

A vote of thanks to the President concluded the 
proceedings. 
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MEETINGS oF COUNCIL. 

A meeting of Council of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons, followed by a quarterly meeting 
and a special meeting, was.held at the College, 10 Red 
Lion Square, London, W.C., on Friday, July 4th, 
1924, at 2 p.m. Sir Stewart Stockman, President, 
occupied the chair, and the following members were

MINUTES. 


The Minutes of the Meeting of Council held on 
Friday, July 6th, 1923, which had been printed and 
circulated, were taken as read and confirmed. 

ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

The Presipent: The first item on the agenda is the 
election of the President for the ensuing year. It is 
not, of course, the perquisite of the retiring President 
to propose his successor. On the other hand when he 
has learned the wishes of the Council it seems to me a 
graceful act that he should propose the gentleman whom 
he has learned that the Council is willing to support. 
That desire on the part of the Council conforms, I 
may say, with my own wishes. I have the greatest 
pleasure in proposing, as President, a gentleman who is 
one of the senior members of Council, and who has 
done a very great deal of work on this Council— 
Mr. Slocock. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. Sumner: It is my proud privilege to second 
that proposition, that my fgiend, Mr. Slocock, should 
be our President for the ensuing year. A large number 
of you have known him for many years, but I claim 
that I have known him longer than most. I have 
known him since as boys we entered college together. 
I knew him during all the period of the curriculum— 
in fact, we lived together, we qualified together, and 
we followed on the Council together. If it is, as I hope 
it will be, your unanimous wish that he should be 
elected as our President, I think it will constitute a 
professional record that two students who lived 
together have been so fortunate as to be counted 
worthy of the greatest honour which the profession 
can award. (Cheers.) It is unnecessary for me to 
dilate on Mr. Slocock’s qualities. I confess, however, 
that he had on me possibly a restraining influence. 
(Laughter.) He was a man with whom it was impos- 
sible to fall out. It takes two to make a quarrel, 


~ and Slocock was never a man who would quarrel. 
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Therefore, knowing his abilities and his personal 
qualities, I look forward to his having a particularly 
happy time in the chair. (Hear, hear.) At the same 
time he is a man of strong principles, and from those 
principles he will not move. Gentlemen, I hope it 
will be the unanimous wish of the Council that Mr. 
Slocock shall be elected as our President. (Cheers.) 


The Prestpent: Is there any other proposal ? 
If not I put the motion formally to you, that Mr. 
Slocock be elected President for the ensuing year. 


, The resolution was then put, and carried with 
acclamation. 

(The chair was then vacated by Sir Stewart Stock- 
man, who invested his successor with the robe and 
insignia of office, and Mr. Slocock then took the chair 
amid very hearty cheering.) . 

The Prestpent (Mr. Slocock), who was received 
with cheers, said: Gentlemen, I thank you for the 
great honour you have done me in electing me to this 
chair, the greatest honour that the Council has at 
its disposal. I fully appreciate the honour, and I also 
appreciate the responsibility. You have been kind 
to my predecessors, you have given to them the most 
loyal support, and I am confident that if you accord 
the same support to me, which I have no doubt you 
will do, we shall carry out our duties in a manner 
satisfactory not only to this Council but to the pro- 
fession at large. 

The first duty devolving upon me as your President 
is the privilege of proposing from the chair a vote of 
thanks to the retiring President, Sir Stewart Stockman. 
(Cheers.) You all know how much he deserves that 
vote of thanks, because you all know the conditions 
under which he bas carried out his duties. He has 
had many hardships during his year of office ; perhaps 
more hardships than any President who has ever 
occupied the chair. (Hear, hear.) The different 
societies have expressed to him their confidence in 
the way in which he has conducted the business of the 
nation in regard to foot-and-mouth disease, and we 
from this Council wish to express to him our thanks 
for the way in which he has carried out the duties of 
President. He has carried out those duties in a most 
exemplary manner. I am not quite sure, but I 
believe he has never missed a meeting of Council or a 
meeting of Committee during the whole of the year. 
He must be a very exceptional man—a man who 
thrives on work. (Hear, hear.) How one man can 
carry on all those duties in the way Sir Stewart has 
done is simply beyond my conception. (Cheers.) 
I ask some member of Council to second the motion 
in order that it may be recorded on the minutes. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Coteman: I shall be very pleased indeed to 
second that proposition. I feel that Sir Stewart 
Stockman has carried out his most arduous duties 
in an excellent way ; he has conducted himself in an 
exemplary manner, and has shown no favour to 
either side since he has been in the chair. 


The resolution was then put, and carried with 
acclamation. 





Sir Stewart StocKMAN, who was received with 
cheers, on rising to reply, said: Mr. President and 
Gentlemen, I am extremely flattered by what the 
President has said. I know I do not deserve it. 
I have had a fairly hard time of it during my year of 
office. There are many things I should like to have 
done as President which it was utterly impossible 
for me to do, and | feel most grateful that the omission 
of those things has not been recorded against me. 
I should be very much wanting in gratitude if I did 
not say that the office of President is no sinecure, 
as every man who holds it will find out, but the work 
is made exceedingly easy for the President, especially 
a busy President in other affairs like myself, by the 
great competence and the willing service of our 
permanent officials. (Cheers.) I am extremely 
obliged to you. 


ELection oF Two Vick-PRESIDENTS. 


The PrestpENT: We now have to elect two Vice- 
Presidents. I would like to propose Sir Stewart 
Stockman as one of the two Vice-Presidents. 

Mr. McKinna: I have much pleasure in seconding 
that. I am sure the proposition will commend itself 
to the Council. 

Mr. Witterr: I have much pleasure in proposiug 
that Mr. Clarkson be elected a Vice-President of the 
Council. 

Mr. Locke : I have much pleasure in seconding that. 

The PresipENT: Are there any other nominations ? 

If not, I put it to you that the Vice-Presidents 
for the ensuing year shall be Sir Stewart Stockman 
and Mr. Clarkson. 

The resolution was then put and carried with 
acclamation. 

ELECTION OF TREASURER. 

Sir Joun M’Fapyean: I rise to make a proposal 
which I venture to hope will receive the support of 
every member of the Council; it is that we appoint 
Major Abson to be our treasurer. (Cheers.) The 
whole of the Council know Major Abson so well that 
I feel it is quite unnecessary that I should endeavour 
to describe in detail the qualifications he possesses 
for occupying this position. He seems to possess 
every qualification that one would look for in a 
treasurer. There is only one point to which I ought 
perhaps to refer in that connection, and that is the 
fact that he does not reside in London. I should not 
have proposed that Major Abson be elected our 
treasurer if I had not made enquiries in what may be 
called competent quarters as to whether that really 
constituted any disqualification for the office, and I 
have been led to believe that it does not. Major 
Abson has quite sufficient leisure to discharge in the 
most perfect manner all the duties that will fall to 
him as our treasurer. He has one qualification which 
he does not carry in his face, and that is his great 
experience, because | have looked at the register, 
and find that he was elected to this Council thirty 
years ago. Nobody would believe it. (Laughter.) 
I have great pleasure in moving that we appoint 
Major Abson as our treasurer. (Cheers.) 
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Sir Jonn Moore: I have much pleasure in second- 
ing the proposal that Major Abson be our honorary 
treasurer. I am sure there is no one better fitted for 
the office, and moreover, I am sure everyone will 
agree that it is an appointment that ought to go to a 
senior member of Council. I have known Major 
Abson for a very considerable period ; he was assoc- 
iated with me in the war on active service, and that 
makes my pleasure in seconding the proposal all 
the greater. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Carter: May | have the pleasure of supporting 
the motion? I have had the pleasure of knowing 
Major Abson for some forty-two years ; in fact we were 
at college together. I would, therefore, like my name 
to be added to his list of supporters. (Cheers.) 

Sir Stewart Stockman : I only rise because I had 
the intention of proposing Major Abson as treasurer, 
and I told him so, but I was not quick enough, because 
somebody has taken it out of my hands. I would 
just like to say that it has always been the custom— 
and I think a very good custom—-to offer the treasurer- 
ship to one of our oldest members, if he is willing to 
receive it, as a well-earned honour to a man that we 
can trust. We know that Major Abson will not bolt 
with our funds (Laughter); we know him too well 
for that. It is also interesting to state that Major 
Abson has held every post of honour that we can 
confer upon him. The advantage of that is that he 
not only has that great experience to fall back upon, 
but it will be unnecessary to take him away from such 
an important post to fill the presidential chair or the 
vice-president’s chair. That is what prompted me, 
among other reasons, to support the election of 
Major Abson as our treasurer. (Cheers.) 

The PrestpENT: Are there any other nominations ? 
If not, I put the motion that Major Abson be 
elected treasurer. 

The resolution was put and carried with acclamation. 

Major ABson, who was received with cheers, on 
rising to reply, said: Mr. President and Gentlemen, 
I am overwhelmed by the kind words which have 
been uttered by the proposer, the seconder, and the 
supporters of this resolution. I am cognisant of the 
very high honour which you are conferring upon me. 
I do not know that I quite deserve it. I know how 
onerous the duties which I am undertaking are, but 
I am proud to think that I have been unanimously 
elected, and I can assure you that I shall endeavour 
to the very best of my ability to fulfil the duties which 
I shall be called upon to perform. The question of 
my living some distance from London has had some 
weight with me in allowing myself to be proposed for 
this office, but I am assured that there will be no more 
difficulty in my fulfilling the duties of this office 
than in a president who lives, for instance, in Scotland, 
fulfilling his duties as president. At all events I 
will try it for twelve months, and if I find it does not 
work I shall at once say so. Inthe meantime, perhaps 
you will have had enough of me as your treasurer. 
(Laughter and “No, no.”) I thank you from the 
bottom of myjheart for all the kindfexpressions which 
have been made use of towards me. (Cheers.) 





ELECTION OF SECRETARY AND REGISTRAR. 


Mr. Wittett: I have much pleasure in proposing 
the re-appointment of Mr. Bullock as our secretary 
and registrar. (Hear, hear.) I am sure we all 
agree that we could not have a better secretary, and 
T am quite certain his re-election will be unanimous. 
(Cheers.) 

‘ol. BrirtLeBANK: I have great pleasure in 
seconding that, and I am sure no words of mine are 
required to ensure a unanimous vote from this Council. 
(Cheers.) 

The PrestpEnt: I know, gentlemen, you will all 
support this resolution. 

The resolution was then put and carried with 
acclamation. 

Mr. Buttock (Secretary), who was received with 
cheers, on rising to reply, said: Thank you very much, 
gentlemen. 

This concluded the business of the meeting of Council. 


QUARTERLY MEETING OF COUNCIL. 

The quarterly meeting of Council immediately 
followed the previous meeting of Council. Mr. 8. H. 
Slocock (President) occupied the chair, and the same 
members were present as at the previous meeting. 


MINUTES. 


The minutes of the last quarterly meeting of Council, 
which had been printed and circulated, were taken as 
read, 

Prof. Gorron: I want to ask the opinion of the 
Council with reference to one particular item in the 
minutes which have been circulated, namely, Item 
No. 10, on page 5. It refers to the teaching and the 
examination in anatomy. The minute as printed is a 
correct record of what occurred at the last meeting 
of the Council, but since then it has been made clear 
that certain members of the Examination Committee 
and of the Council hold pronounced views on this 
particular question, and through a combination of 
circumstances over which they have had no control, 
they have not had an opportunity of giving expression 
to their opinions. I think it is very desirable that this 
most important question should receive the fullest 
possible consideration, and “that every member of 
Council who holds views on the matter should have the 
fullest opportunity of expressing them. I would, 
therefore, like to ask the consent of the Council to 
take back into Committee the whole question of the 
teaching and the examination of anatomy for further 
consideration. 

The PrestipeENt: The minutes will be signed as a 
correct record, but it is suggested that this matter 
be referred back to the Committee. 

Prof. Gorron: The whole question. 

The PrestpENT: I take it that that can be done 
with the sanction of the Council. 

Sir Stewart Stockman: I would like to support 
Prof. Gofton’s request, because a very serious diffi- 
culty arose in discussing the matter. We felt we 
could not do justice at the Council to what we had in 
mind under the terms of reference. 
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The PresipEnt: Is it your wish that this matter 
should be referred back to the Committee ? 

Prof. Gorron: The point I want you to be clear 
about is this: We want to take the whole question 
back to the Committee. The terms of the remit to the 
Committee were “ That a Sub-Committee be appointed 
to work out the details of the proposed change and to 
make recommendations for the consequential altera- 
tions to By-laws.” We had considerable discussion 
in the Sub-Committee on this question, and we want 
the whole question of the principle of holding one 
examination in anatomy at the termination of the 
second year’s course, as well as the remit which was 
made last time, to go back to Committee so that we 
may have the fullest possible discussion without 
limitation on the whole question. 

The Prestpent: Is that fully understood ? 
(Cries of “ Yes.”) I think it is fully understood. 
You do not need to re-draft the terms ? 

Prof. Gorron: We shall deal with it as if the 
Committee had not reported on the subject. You 
will remit it back for further consideration as if there 
had been no report on the subject. 

Mr. Sumner: Do you want an extension of the 
terms of reference ? 

Prof. Gorron: It will be quite sufficient if it is 
remitted back as if no report had been submitted 
to the Council. That opens the whole question again. 

The Prestpent: Is that agreed ? 

(Agreed to). 

The Prestpent: With the explanation that has 

been given I think it is fully understood. 


OBITUARY. 
Deaths of Mr. W.J. Mulvey and Mr. T. Salusbury Price. 

The Secretary read the obituary list. 

Sir Jonn M’Fapyean: Mr. President and Gentle- 
men: Listening to the obituary list is always a 
solemn matter for each of us, but on the present 
occasion it is particularly sad because the list contains 
the name of two highly esteemed members of this 
Council, whom death has removed since the last 
quarterly meeting. I refer to Mr. Mulvey and Mr. Price. 
At the time of his death Mr. Mulvey was by length of 
service the Father of this Council, to which he was 
elected in 1885. 
no other member has served for so long a period. 
The universal respect in which Mr. Mulvey was held 
was not solely or mainly due to the length of his 
service but to the unsparing manner in which he 
devoted himself to the business of this Council, 
and to his zeal for furthering the interests of the 
profession. I can remember well, before I was on 
the Council, that in the early years of Mr. Mulvey’s 
service he took what was, perhaps, the most important 
part in effecting an alteration in connection with our 
system of examination, which had most important 
results for the profession. He occupied the presi- 
dential chair in the year 1892-3, and he was treasurer 
for a longer period than any predecessor in that 
office—sixteen years. He was also for many years 


Chairman of the Examination Committee of this 
Council. Mr. Mulvey equally earned the respect 


Since the foundation of the College’ 





of all with whom he came in contact in municipal 
affairs, on the bench, and in private life. 

Mr. Salusbury Price’s period of service was much 
shorter, and he took a less active part in the business 
of this Council, but he had qualities which endeared 
him to the whole of us. (Hear, hear.) Chief among 
these, I think, were his charity, his generosity, and his 
kindliness of heart. (Hear, hear.) He never failed 
to exhibit these qualities in dealing with those 
unfortunate members of the profession who had got 
themselves into difficultues in matters of conduct. or 
discipline. I beg to move that our sense of the 
great loss which this Council and the profession have 
sustained in the deaths of these two members be 
entered in our minutes, and that the Secretary be 
requested to convey the very sincere sympathy of the 
Council to their respective families. 

Major Apson : I rise to second the motion proposed 
by Sir John M’Fadyean. We have all missed our old 
friend, Mr. Mulvey; in fact we have missed him more 
than we can say. With regard to Mr. Price, we can 
only re-echo every word that Sir John has said. 

The PrestpENt: Gentlemen, I associate myself 
in the fullest possible manner with the words which 
have been so ably put before us by Sir John M’Fadyean, 
as I am sure you all do. 

The resolution was then carried in silence, all present 
upstanding. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Secretary announced that apologies for 
absence had been received from Messrs. Clarkson, 
Howard and Spencer, the latter of whom was in 
bed with cardiac trouble. 

The Secretary read the following letter from 
Mr. R. C. Trigger :— 

‘* April 28th, 1924. 

‘Dear Mr. Bullock,—I have to thank you very much 
for your kind letter dated 12th inst., referring to my resigna- 
tion from the Council of the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons and conveying to me on behalf of the Council 
their kind appreciations of any services I may have been 
able to render to the profession, more especially in the 
last thirty-four years, when in turn I was President, Vice- 
President, and for so many years a member of Council. 
I can assure you that I treasure very highly these kind 
expressions of appreciation. As is well-known, my 
retirement, which caused me very great regret, was 
solely due to ill-health. I leave Council with the happy 
feeling that with every member of that body I was on 
terms of friendship and that I had such kind recognition 
of any services I may have rendered. It is a great pride 
and pleasure to me to note the position which the pro- 
fession has now attained.”’ (Cheers.) 


The Secretary read the following letter :-— 
“Royal (Dick) Veterinary College, Edinburgh, 
‘* June 28th, 1924. 

“Dear Sirs,—The Students’ Representative Council of 
the Royal (Dick) Veterinary College respectfully desire to 
place the following representation before the Council 
of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons for con- 
sideration. 
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“The Students’ Representative Councils of the London, 
Dublin, Glasgow and Liverpool Veterinary Colleges have 
approved of our submitting the following suggestions 
with reference to a desired revisal of the present system 
of group passes in the professional examinations. We 
beg to be allowed to put forward the following two points 
for your approval :— 

“ (1) That in the case of a student failing in a subject 

in any of the groups he be only required to present 

himself for re-examination in the failed subject of that 
group. 

(2) That a student failing in only one subject of a 
group be allowed to take the curriculum of the succeed- 
ing group, but be ineligible for examination in this 
succeeding group until such time as he may have passed 
in the failed subject of the previous group. 

“We consider that the above suggestions, while they do 
not in any way lower the standard required in the examina- 
tions, remove the pecuniary hardship that is imposed by 
a failure under the existing rules. 

‘“‘We hope that this representation will receive your 
consideration.

Mr. Wittett: I am sure we all feel very sorry for 
the cause of Mr. Spencer’s absence from the Council 
to-day, and I beg to propose that the Secretary be 
instructed to write him a letter commiserating with 
him in his illness and hoping that he will have a speedy 
restoration to health. 

Colonel BriTTLEBANK: I second that, if you will 
agree to a similar letter being sent to Mr. Clarkson, 
who is also unwell. 

Mr. WILLETT: Certainly. 

The resolution was carried unanimously.

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


Major Asson read the following report of the 
meeting of the Finance Committee, held on Friday, 
4th July, 1924, and moved its reception and adoption. 


I. Minutes.—The minutes of the previous meeting, 
having been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and signed as correct. 





II. Financial Statement.—The Secretary submitted the 
financial statement, for the quarter showing a balance 
in hand of £794 10s. 5d. and liabilities amounting to 
£242 16s. 4d. 

It was resolved that the financial statement be adopted, 
and that the Treasurer be ordered to pay the liabilities 
shown, together with cheques for petty cash and wages, 
property tax, annual dinner, membership, examiners’ 
fees and examination expenses, D.V.S.M. and Fellow- 
ship Examination Fees and Expenses.

Correspondence.—(a) An application was received 
in respect of Miss Morice, a second year student at the 
University of the Witwatersrand, for the recognition of 
her certificates as exempting her from part of the course 
for the Diploma of Membership. 

It was resolved that the application cannot be acceded 
to under the by laws. 

(b) A letter was received from the Town Clerk of Edin- 
burgh stating that facilities would be provided for the 
examination in meat inspection for the D.V.S.M. examina- 
tion at Edinburgh on June 24th. 

It was resolved that the best thanks of the Council 
be tendered to the Markets Committee of the Edinburgh 
Corporation for their courtesy and assistance in this 
matter. x 

Ifl. D.V.S.M. Examination.—The report of the Local 
Secretary and Examiners on the D.V.S.M. examination 
held at Edinburgh from June 23rd, June 27th was received— 
showing that twelve candidates entered, and that the 
following were successful :— 

H. P. Allan, M.R.C.V.S., J. Weir, M.R.C.V.S., C. Wilson, 
M.R.C.V.S., A. W. Stableforth, M.R.C.V.S., and A. W. 
Noel-Pillers, F.R.C.V.S. 

The Secretary was instructed to communicate with 
the rejected candidates informing them of the conditions 
under which they can be admitted to re-examination. 

IV. Educational Certificates.—Educational certificates 
Nos. 2823 and 2824 were submitted and approved. 
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V. Applications for Exemption.—(a) An application 
was received from a military service candidate for exemp- 
tion from the preliminary examination, and from part 
of the first year’s course, in respect of his holding the 
Diploma in Agriculture of the Elsenburg College of Agricul - 
ture. 

It was resolved that no exemption be granted from 
part of the first year’s course, but that the question of 
exemption from the preliminary examination be reserved 
for further consideration. 

(6) It was resolved that exemption from the preliminary 
examination be granted to Mr. A. Ratter, three years’ 
war service. 

VI. Applications for Concessions.—(a) An application 
was received from a member for exemption from attend- 
ance at the course for the D.V.S.M. on the grounds of 
war service and his holding part-time veterinary inspector- 
ships. 

It was resolved that the application be not acceded to. 

(6) A further application was received from a member 
asking whether a part-time inspectorship qualified him 
in respect of By-law 105 (ii.) for the D.V.S.M. examination. 

It was resolved that the Secretary be instructed to 
obtain further information as to the appointments held. 

VIL. Food Inspection Sub-Committee—The following 
report was received from the Sub-Committee appointed 
to consider the examination syllabus in Food Inspection : 

1. Meat, Milk and Food Inspection. 

Reference.—‘‘'To consider the question of the 
position of the subject of the inspection of meat, 
milk and other animal food products in relation to 
the examinations for the Membership Diploma and 
the D.V.S.M.” 

It was resolved to recommend :— 

(a) That the suhject of the inspection of meat, milk 
and animal food products should be retained in the 
syllabus of examination for the Membership Diploma 
and should be maintained at the present standard. 

(b) That the standard of examination of this subject 
for the Diploma in Veterinary State Medicine should 
be raised so as to ensure that the holders of this diploma 
will be specialists in these subjects. 

In the opinion of the Committee this can only be 
secured by the appointment of examiners who them- 
selves are specialists. 

VIII. Sub-Committee on Teaching and Examination 
in Anatomy.—The following report of the Sub-Committee 
on the Teaching and Examination in Anatomy was 
received :— 

Present.—Dr. O. Charnock Bradley, Mr. A. Gofton, 
Professor J. Share-Jones, and Sir Stewart Stockman. 

1. Chairman.—It was resolved that Mr. Gofton 
be elected to the chair. 

2. Teaching and Examination in Anatomy. 

Reference.—‘‘ That the principle of holding one 
examination in anatomy at the termination of the 
second year’s course be adopted, and that a Sub- 

Committee be appointed to work out the details of 

the proposed change and to submit recommendations 

for consequential alterations of by-laws.” 

After discussion it was resolved that the further 
consideration of the subject be adjourned.

IX. Fellowship Regulations.—A thesis was submitted 
by the Classification Committee for instructions with 
regard to the interpretation of By-law 102. It was 
agreed that notice of motion to amend this By-law be 
suspended. 


Mr. MALE seconded the motion, which was carried 
unanimously. 


REGISTRATION COMMITTEE. 


The Secretary read the report of the meeting of 
the Registration Committee, held on the 3rd July, 
1924. 


The report contained particulars of twenty-five cases 
which were considered by the Committee. In one case 
the Solicitor was authorised to spend a sum not exceeding 
£20 in an endeavour to secure proper evidence. 

In another case, it was resolved that a member be called 
upon to appear at the next meeting of the Committee on 
a charge of unprofessional conduct. 

[In the case of another member, further correspondence 
was submitted, and it was considered that no further 
action was necessary. 

The case of a member charged with advertising was 
deferred to the next meeting. 

In the case of H. J. Cooke, non-member, using the 
title ‘‘ Veterinary Surgeon,” the Solicitor reported that 
a prosecution had been instituted and a conviction obtained 
with a fine of £5, without costs. 

The case of a non-member was deferred for further 
evidence. 

In regard to another non-member it was resolved that 
there was no case. 

[It was reported that undertakings which were con- 
sidered satisfactory had been received in the case of a 
member charged with advertising. 

The case against another member was ordered to be 
struck out. 

It was reported that an explanation had been received 
which was considered satisfactory in the case of a member 
charged with giving a testimonial. 

The case of a member charged with covering was 
ordered to be struck out. 

It was resolved that another member be called upon to 
appear at the next meeting of the Committee on a charge 
of conduct disgraceful in a professional respect. 

The Secretary was instructed to communicate with 
another member calling his attention to the undesirable 
character of a circular issued, and asking for an explanation. 

Two cases in regard to members, one of whom was 
charged with advertising and the other with covering, 
were deferred for further evidence. 

A complaint was received with regard to the conduct 
of T. B. Arnald, a former member, whose name had been 
removed under Section 5, Sub-Section 4, of the Act. The 
Secretary was instructed to record the facts for reference. 

The Secretary was instructed to communicate with a 
member (whose name was being used by an unqualified 
person, W. Allott, non-member, his late assistant) request- 
ing him to take all possible steps to have the offence 
discontinued. 

It was resolved that a member should be called upon 
to appear at the next meeting of Council on a charge of 
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covering in the case of Watkins’ Canine Infirmary, non- 
member, using the name and qualification of a member. 

The case of another member was ordered to stand over 
for further evidence ; and the Committee recommended 
the action that should be taken in the remaining cases. 

Correspondence was submitted and the Secretary was 
instructed as to the replies to be sent. 

Unqualified Assistants and the Use of a Trade Name.— 
The Solicitor submitted opinions on these two questions, 
which were ordered to be circulated to members of Council. 


On the motion of Colonel Brittlebank, seconded by 
Mr. Hughes, the report was received and adopted. 


PARLIAMENTARY AND GENERAL PURPOSES 
COMMITTEE. 


Dr. Brav.ey read the following report of a meeting 
of the Parliamentary and General Purposes Committee, 
held on the 3rd of July, 1924, and moved its reception 
and adoption. 

I. Minutes——The minutes of the previous meeting, 
having been printed and circulated, were taken as read 
and signed as correct. 

II. Correspondence.—(a) The following letter was 
received from the Ministry of Health :— 

‘Ministry of Health, Whitehall, S.W.1, 
, “30th April, 1924. 

‘‘Sir,—I am directed by the Minister of Health to 
refer to your letter of the 12th April, requesting that 
steps should be taken to include tuberculin within the 
scope of the Therapeutic Substances Bill. In reply, | 
am to explain that tuberculin prepared for human use 
will be included within the scope of the Bill; but this 
will not be the case in regard to tuberculin prepared 
for veterinary purposes. I am to explain that at the 
instance of the Ministry of Agriculture it is proposed 
to exclude from the principal operations of the Bill 
therapeutic substances prepared solely for veterinary 
purposes, though power will be retained to require the 
distinctive labelling of such substances. It is, there- 
fore, regretted that the request contained in your letter 
of the 12th April cannot be complied with.

(6) A letter was received from the Surveyors appointed 
to report on the building operations in the adjoining 
premises, and it was resolved to recommend that the 
matter be referred to a Special Sub-Committee to be 
appointed by the Council. . 

III. Parliamentary Bills.—The following Parliament- 
ary Bills were submitted :—Therapeutic Substances Bill, 
Dogs Protection Bill, Chartered Associations (Protection 
of Names), Vivisection Bill. 

It was resolved that no action was necessary. 

IV. Standing Orders.—Draft Standing Orders were 
submitted, and it was resolved that the consideration of 
the matter be referred to a Committee consisting of the 
Chairmen of the Standing Committees, together with the 
President and Treasurer. 

V. Witnesses’ Fees—The Solicitor submitted a state- 
ment with regard to fees paid to witnesses in Police Courts, 
County Courts, and Assizes, and it was resolved that the 
matter be referred to a General Purposes Sub-Committee. 
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VI. General Purposes.—The Secretary submitted a 
list of matters of a general nature requiring attention, 
and it was resolved that the matter be submitted to the 
proposed Committee of Chairmen to be sent by them to 
the appropriate Committees. 

VII. Civil Service Examinations.—A letter was received 
from the Civil Service Commissioners stating that the 
matter of the Special Examination in Pathology instituted 
for Veterinary Inspectors of the Ministry of Agriculture 
was receiving attention. 

VIII. Police Court Veterinary Evidence.—A report was 
submitted of a deputation which had been received at the 
Home Office, and the Secretary was instructed to obtain 
the sanction of the Home Office to the preparation and 
publication of a suitable report of the interview. 


Colonel BrirrLEBANK : I second the motion for the 
reception and adoption of the report. 

The PrestpENtT: The report is now open to 
discussion. 

Mr. Livesey: Before the resolution is put to the 
Council I should like to call attention to the report 
which was submitted by the Solicitor with regard to 
witnesses’ fees. No mention is made in the report 
of the source of the information that was obtained. 
You will remember that it was referred to the Parlia- 
mentary Committee to obtain this information, and 
they utilised the services of the National Veterinary 
Medical Association and its Divisions. I, as Secre- 
tary, circulated a large number of forms, which were 
used by the Secretaries of the Divisions, who put 
themselves to a very considerable amount of trouble, 
and I think the thanks of the Council ought to have 
been recorded to them in that report. 

The PresipENT: Will you accept that addition ? 

Dr. BrapLey: I am quite prepared to accept that 
addition, if you are. 

The PresipENT: With that addition I will put the 
motion for the reception and adoption of the report. 

Sir Joun Moore: Before that motion is put, I 
should like to draw your attention to the very unsatis- 
factory combination of the Parliamentary Committee 
and General Purposes Committee. From what 
Dr. Bradley has said you will appreciate that so much 
of the material that is undgr discussion comes under 
the heading of General Purposes, and is not applicable 
to the main purpose of the Committee, which, I take 
it, is a Parliamentary one. I raise the point parti- 
cularly, because an item is coming forward with regard 
to the improvements to be carried out in this building, 
which I think ought to be referred to a special or a 
separate Committee. I have carefully read By-laws 
45 to 48, which came under discussion two meetings 
ago, and I think it is a matter for consideration 
whether the word “and” in By-law 45 should not 
be deleted, and that there should be a separate 
General Purposes Committee as distinct from the 
Parliamentary Committee. I would also like to 
draw your attention to the fact that the Sub-Commit- 
tee which was appointed to enquire into the acoustics 
of this room had under consideration the provision 
of curtains for the windows, to remove the screens 
that are now up, and to substitute them by a thick 
curtain, that would to some extent deaden the sound. 
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We have received an estimate from a certain firm 
for the provision of these curtains, and we, as a Sub- 
Committee, would like the decision of the Council 
with regard to the expenditure of the money set out 


on the estimate. The provision of three sets of 


curtains about 9ft. high, would cost about £38. 
We have not yet talked the matter over fully. We 
think the amount is a good deal, and the matter will 
have to be properly considered by the Sub-Committee 
with a view, perhaps, to obtaining cheaper curtains 
in the end. But we do think something ought to 
be done in the way of providing these curtains. 
Whether any of the other members of the Sub- 
Committee have anything to say on the question or 
not at this stage, I do not know. At all events I 
think the time has come when we should constitute 
a proper General Purposes Committee to deal with all 
these outside things. I have been appointed on the 
Sub-Committee, but I do not belong to the Parlia- 
mentary Committee 

The PrestpEnT: This matter could be considered 
when the formation of the Chairmen’s Committee 
is under discussion. 

Sir Jonn Moore: What Chairmen’s Committee ? 

The Prestpent: It is suggested in this report 
that a Committee should be formed of the Chairmen 
of the various Committees. That Committee cannot 
be formed until October, because there are no 
Chairmen of Committees at present. 

Dr. Brapiey: I think, perhaps, I had better read 
that paragraph of the report again: “ The Secretary 
submitted a list of matters of a general nature requiring 
attention, and it was resolved that the matter be 
submitted to the proposed Committee of Chairmen 
to be sent by them to the appropriate Committees.” 

Mr. WittetT: I think the point made by General 
Moore was that the General Purposes Committee 
should be dissociated from the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee, and that a special Committee should be formed 
to deal with general purposes. Like Sir John Moore, 
I am on the Sub-Committee which is dealing with 
acoustics, and arranging things as well as possible. 
The best way to improve the acoustics of this room is 
causing a great deal of trouble. Only yesterday a 
part of the screen was back, and we simply could 
not hear at this end of the room, but when it was 
placed in position the hearing was much better. 
I think you will all agree that the provision of the 
platform is a great improvement to the room, but the 
screens are certainly not an improvement; they are 
not an ornament. With regard to the price of these 
curtains, I went this morning to Maples’ to see if they 
had any second-hand curtains very much of the type 
of those we bought cheaply at Maples’, but there were 
none. It is certainly essential that we should have 
something at the back of the chair which wiil throw 
the sound of the voice of the chairman to the end of 
this room, and also that he may be able to hear us. 
We cannot see any other way of evading the present 
nuisance than by putting curtains at the back of the 
chair, which can be withdrawn when the Council is 
not sitting.

Oxfordshire (Soke of Peterborough), Surrey, Warwick- 
shire, Wiltshire and Yorkshire (East Riding). 

Outbreaks numbering 103 were still subject to restric- 
tions applicable to disease-infected places. Seven of these 
were in Scotland and two in Wales.
